One old gentleman casually

ONG ago I determined th a t I would not loan books. (I weaken now and 
then, however!) 
Not th a t I am selfish about my books, because I am 
n o t—but I dislike to see a good friend of mine turned over to someone 
else—never to return! 
There is many a book absent from my library of whose present home I 
am in total ignorance. Time and again I have wanted to talk with one of 
my old book confidants and lo, and behold, I am brought to the realiza­ 
tion th a t I loaned him out to ‘‘someone.” On the other hand, I do not 
like people to loan me books. 
I am forgetful as the next one about re­ 
turning them. 
People are thoughtless about this book borrowing business. 
Often 
they see one on their friends table and, having heard m uch of it in some 
way or other, ask its loan. ‘ Certainly!” And so, I are-thee-well book. 
Borrowing of any sort is distressful enough, but to fail to return a 
borrowed book am ounts almost to literary treason. 
Som ething like bor­ 
rowing one’s favorite child and forgetting ever to return it. 
Really, it 
amounts to a polite abduction or kidnapping. 
I do not like to loan books. I always try to get out of it by the fran k ­ 
est declaration of my m ind as pertains thereto. 
But nothing gives me 
greater joy than to give a book away. I do not care to boast along this 
line, but merely to state th a t there is nothing more thrilling th an to give a 
iavorite away, or to get the response of another to a favorite th a t has 
inspired and added happiness to me. 
In this connection, a book given away usually carries an arom a of 
love and good will with it. 
It attaches itself immediately to the one to 
whom it becomes a ward. I liked the idea of Carnegie establishing free 
libraries all over, during his lifetime—but it would have been so m uch 
more original and thrilling had he given a tow million worthwhile books 
away to those who so much crave them. 
It is true that no one needs to live in ignorance in a country th a t has 
so m any free libraries, but you can’t take a library home w ith you—ex­ 
cept in installm ents for a brief time—therefore, the supreme purpose of 
the friendliness of a book is defeated. 
I missed my umbrella today! 
Someone liafc borrowed i t —but I miss 
my borrowed books a thousand times more. Umbrellas are just um brel­ 
las—but books—they are separate worlds!
